2.951.000 short tons, 1.3 percent 
above production Inthesame period 
in 1983. 

The Energy Information 
Administration, based on completion 
of its 1983 annual survey of mine 
operations (EIA*7A), has revised 
its preliminary estimate of U.S. 
Coal Production in 1983. 
Bituminous coal production (final) 
was revised from 780, 752, 000 short 
tons to 778,003,000 short tons. 
Anthracite production (final) was 
revised from 4,113, 000 short tons 
to 4,089,000 short tons.
